thor prefents us with a courtly Invective on the Reigns 
of all the Kiaes and Queens, without Exception, from 
the Conquef down to the Acceffion of his /ete Majefy ; 
and having fhewn, by a moft admirable Deduétion, that 
there was no fuch Thing’ as Enaglhifh Liberty, properly 
{peaking, before the Revolution, o¢ at leaft before the Re- 
froration, He does not {pare evew our glortcus Deliverer 
Himfelf ; for though He dates the Birth of real Liberty, 
in this Kingdom, from the Abdication of King James the 
IId, yet He afferts immedizcely after that by an Impa- 
tience im King William’s "Gemper, avd an Inexperience 
of the Englith Nation——_—Neither He, nor his Peo- 
ple, tafed the Fruit cf that Happinc/s, in his Reign, which 
die now enjcy. What would have been faid of Me, 
or any other Write: on the. Country Side, it We had 
taken the fame Liberty with King Wi//am’s Character? 
Tt is well known that a Gentleman of the Temple, not 
ong “ago, had his Chambers broke open by military Force, 
and was dragged as a Criminal before his Superiors, for 
having written much lefs difrefpectfully of that Prince. 
But Courtiers and Coart-Jiviters are allowed to fay any 
Thing, that ferves a Turn ; and, in the prefent Cafe, it 
was necefizry to reprefent King William as a Man, who 
obitructed the Ends of his own great Undertaking, by his

peffionaie Temper, and Ignorance of our Confitution, in 
order to give another Perjon the Merit of it, and to fix 
the Completion of our Happinefs at a more modern fra; 
That is, about the Middle of the /zf Reign, when We all 
}.iow. who firit came into Power. ; 

This is the general Drift of that pretty little Hifary- 
Beck, which We are now examining ; but: let us examine 
{ome of the principal Particulars. 

The Gextleman begins and ends with afferting the fame 
Thing ; that Liberty xecver flourifhed in fuch full Vigo 
as at prefent. ‘© This, /a2ys He, not only the 
©: Friends to the Government ailert, but the Enemies 40 

if prove, by annexing to their Complaints Jor the 
‘- Lofs of Liberty fuch licentious Invectives againft the 
‘¢ pretended Deffreyers and real Guardians of it; that the 
** itrongeit Demonitration, that can be given of the 
*« Falthood of fuch Accufitions, is their being uttere 
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«every Day with Impunity. Non modo Libertas, etian 
“ Libido zmpunita; aut ft quis advertit, didis dia 
“ ultus eff.” I cannot help what the Friends of the 
Government may be pleafed to afiert ; but have Tho/, 
who are called Enemies to it, really met with Jinpu- 
nity; or haye Words been revenged with Words oz/y ? 
Surely, Sir, you muft have a very fhort Memory your- 
felf, or fancy that other People have none at all. Have 
no judicial Proceedings, tor Initance, been commenc’d ‘a- 
gainft any ; erfons, engaged in this Paper ? Have no Pz- 
aifoments been inflicted upon Them; nay, Pwnifbmenis 
of the moff eriewous Nature; fuch as extend almoit to 
Imprifonment fcr Life, or render it impraéticable for any 
Man to carry on his lawful Bafinels with Safciy? In 
fhort, have We not already ftood many frery Tria/s; and 
are We not, at prefent, threatened with axother Profe- 
cution, even out of the ordinary Forms of Law? 
——But [ muft ask this pretty Hiforian another Que- 
ftion. Do you think, Sir, that @// our Liberty confifts, as 
you feem to fuppofe, in the Liberty of the Prefs, and the 
{ndemnity of eur Perfons, on that Account? No, Sir, 
though I fhall always efteem the Freedom of MWriting one 
of the moft valuable Branches of Britifb Liberty, and even 
the ftrongeft Security of allthe refit ; yet I look upon it 
only as a Branch, or a Part of the Whcle, which confifts 
of feveral other inefimable Privileges, as your Friend the 
grant Accufer expreffes Himfelf ; particularly the Freedom 
of Eleéfions, and the Independeacy of Parliament ; which 
may be endanger’d, at leaft, whilft the Liberty of the 
Pre/s is allow’d to fubfift, in fome Degree. I mutt 
£0 no farther. . 
It heing proved, in this very conclufive Manner, that 
ABERTY flourifbes amonz ft us in its full Vigour at present, 
ir Anthor proceeds to fhew that it is not a at ve Plant, 
“1! could never be brought to thrive here till after the 
Revolution; or, to ufe his own Words, that there never 
was @ Ceffation, or Relief from one Sort of TYRANNY, or 
other, jrom the Conqgucht to that Time. He does not pretend 
to deny the Freedom of our antient Saxon Confiitution, o% 
that our Forefathers claim’d the Reftoration of it, and 
Were even promis’d it by feveral facceflive Princes, im- 


™ 


medi itely after the Congueft ; but only infifts upon it that 
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hore > “ ee - 
hey were convinually trick’d, and never fuffer'd to en 


"it. This He endeavours to prove, as I faid vo 
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by a fummary Review of all the Reigns from the Congueg 
down to the Acceffion of his /ate Majefy, and reafons in 
the following Manner. 

Being fenfible, from bis Jittle Knowledge in the Englith 
Aiifory, that many of our Kings, fince the Conguef, have 
not only been oppofed and humbled, but even fubdued 
and dethroned, by the Body of the Nation, for invading 
their Liberties : He was forced to make ufe of an Expedi- 
ent to fupport his Scheme ; and tells us very laconically 
that, in all fuch Cafes, the People were Slaves either to 
the Barons, or the Church or to Both; that whatever 
Changes happened in the Government, the poor People bad 
only the melancholy Option of changing one Tyrant, or ont 
Form of Tyranny, for another; and illuftrates it by a Cou- 
ple of Metaphors, which diftinguith his Genius fo exactly, 
as well as illuftrate his Argument, that it would be cruel to 
fupprefs them. «© Whatever Spoke of this Wheel 
<‘ was uppermoft, the Liberties of the People, like the 
“* Earth, were always beneath its Revolutions, and cruth’d 
“* by its Weight.” Again; “* They fought not for 
“< Liberty, bat for a Mafer; and never aim’d at ftriking 
“<< off one Chain, but in order to put on azother ; as ul it 
<< were material in Chéins, of equal Weight and Strength, 
“* whofe Name was engraved on the Riocts by which they 
“ were faftened. 

Indeed, the poor unhappy People, from whom all Go- 
wernment flows, as well as all the Riches of their Gover 
sors, have hada very hard Time of it, and being too often 
made the Dupes of prevailing Faé#ions ; but I cannot m- 
tirely agree with this florid Epitomizer of our Hiftory, that 
the People were never Gainers by any Changes in the %0- 
vernment, not reaped any Advantages from the Dowalal 
of Tyrants, to which their A fliftance was fo abfolutely n¢- 
cefflary. When He fpeaks of the Beroxs, as a fynonimous 
Term for Nobles, or Peers, according to the prefent Ac- 
ceptation of thofe Words, He is quite wide of the Mark ; 
fince nothing is more evident, from our Hiftory and Re- 
cords, than that che Majority of the aatient Barons wete 
no more than our prefeat Lords of Manours, or Gentlemen 
of large Ffates ; and evem the Clergy, of thofe Ages, 
were not fo far diftinguifhed from the People, or the cv! 
Part of the Society, as this ingenious Gentleman feems to 
apprehend, or would make us believe ; for it might be 


cafily proved, nay, it hath been proved already, that - 
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the Barons and the Church, (That is, the Men ef Pro- 
perty) have often ftood in the Gap for us againft the 
Crown, and refcued us from Deffrudfion, in antient, as 
well as modern Times. Some of Them, no Doubt, will 
be corrupted to ferve the dirty Purpofes of Courts,or Mi- 
nifers,inevery Age; but That ought not to be extended 
toa general Reflection on thofe ://uffrions and venera- 
ble Bodies. 

Befides This, our Hiforian in Miniature hath Recourfe 
to another Subterfuge; for when he finds Himfelf unable 
to deny the fouri/bing Condition of the People, ander fome 
Reigns, (fuch as Thofe of Edward the 3d, Henry the 
sth, and Queen Elizabeth) He imputes it to the “* gentle 
“ Difpofition of thofe great and wife Princes, which made 
“ the People more happy, but made Them in no one Parti- 
“ cular more free ;’ and, in the Cafe of Henry the 5th, He 
tells us, «© That the Happinefs of the People was entirely 
“owing to the wife Frugality of his own OLconomy, to 
‘“‘ the Bounds He Himfelf fet to bis Demands, and not the 
* Limits the People prefcribed to his Dishur/ements, or 
“© their Donations. 

According to this Way of Reafoning, I don’t fee how 
any People who liye under a Xiag, iatrufted with the 
whole executive Power, can be faid to be free; for if He 
makes a good Ufe of it, and fuffers Them to live in Eafe 
and Plenty, it may be imputed, in the fame Manner, to his 
gentle Difpofition, and not allowed to be any Mark of their 
Liberty; but if He makes a bad Ufe of it, and ‘They 
fhould caft off his Yoke, They muft throw themfelves un- 
der the Protection of fome other Government, and them 
the fame ObjeCtion will return, that They hare only 
changed one Tyrant for another, and hold their Liberties 
at his Difcretion. I dare not pufh this Argument 
lofaras it would go; and fhall therefore return to our bi- 





forical Gentleman, who makes but little Diftinétion be- 


tween the bef Priaces and the worf, but lumps them to- 
gether, (Normans, Plantagenets Tudors, and Stuarts) as 
an uninterrupted Succeffion of Tyrants, Or Tdeots, who 
feem to have mounted the Throne for no other Purpoft 
than to furnith Him with an Opportunity of compliment- 
ing the prefeat Times. Let me give you an Inftance, 
ortwo, how he {peaks of the bef Princes. 

The Hou/e of Commons is generally allowed to have taken 


its pre/ent Form, in the Reign of Heary the 34; and our 
pre, ? 5 Hiftorian 
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Hiftorian confeffes that, ‘* the People feemed to haye gOt 
*« fome Ground ; yet this was, indeed, but a feeming 
«< Acquifition, and no real Advantage 7” pre/ent gained.” 

But was an Advantage, in futuro, no real Advan. 





tage? 
‘© Edward the :ft, who fucceeded, was a great Maz, 
and a great King; but though his People grew more 
confiderable under Him, They became not more free.— 
Their only Comfort in this Reign was, not that the 


€c¢ 
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“ Power of the Crown was Lounded, but that it was not 
“¢ abufed.”’ And a very great Comfort too, in my 
Opinion. 


“< King Edward, and his Son, who never was King, 
“* were bothof Them greatand able Men; great in Adion, 
“¢ anc able inCounci/ ; England too was great under Them, 
*¢ but not free ;” though he feveral Times confirmed their 
Great Charter of his own Accord, without any Compulfi- 
on; was guilty of no cruel or tyrannical Actions ; and 
feems to have ‘been one of the moft benevolent Princes, 
that ever fate upon a Throne. 

As to Queen Elizabeth, He will not allow that “ the 
‘“* People enjoyed the leaft Shadow of Liberty, under 
“ her Reign.— Never were the Reigns o; Preroga- 
‘< tive held with a ftricter Hand, or the . oke of Sia- 
very fafter bound upon the People’s Necks, than 
at this Period of Time ; and though the | eople were 
driven where They ought to have chofen to go, yet they 
were ftill driven; and the fame Power, that forced 
Them into foreign Glory and domeftick Pro/perity, 
might in the Hands of a lefs skilful, or worfe difpofed 
Driver, have forced Them into the Paths of Contempt 
Abroad, and Deftruétion at Hone.” Well! it 1s 
an agreeable Circumftance of Subjection, at leaft, to be 
driven into one’s own intercf#; and, perhaps, ‘This might 
be the Reafon why the People fubmitted to that Exercife 
of Prerogative, which Queen Elizabeth affumed ; 10° 
our Author admits, in his Obfervations on the wo next 
Reigns, “ that King James the rift, and his Sea, vail- 
“< ly imagined the Nation would fubmir to the fame 
** Stretch of the Prerocative, when exercifed to their 
** Infamy and Ruin, under which it hath acquiefced, when 
“‘ employed for their Glery and Profperity.” So that ac- 
cording to hisown Way of Reafoning, the Submiffion of the 
People to Queen Elizabeth's Government might be partly 

yoluntarys 
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voluntary, as it was for their own Intereff, and not owing 
to the Want of the Jeaf Shadow of Liberty, 

I muit not difmifs this Head, without exprefling my 
Admiration of that moit exquifite Parallel, which our 4u- 
thor hath drawn, withost the leaf Flattery, between Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign and the pre/ent, but greatly to the Ad- 
vantage of the /atter. ‘The Wifdom of both is made en- 
tirely to confift in .fupporting a great and able Miniffer 
againft all the Clamours and Machinations of his Enemies. 
This naturally brings in an Epifode of Charies the 2d, by 
Way of Contrafte, who gave up an able and faithful Servant, 
and by fo doing brought Himfelf into Diffreffes, that ended 
but with bis Life. Here’s a broad Hint tor Somebody ; 
and, perhaps, it may have the intended Effect. But I can- 
not help thinking the Eulogium of this Minifer a little 
injudicious, and put upon a wrong Foot ; for Weare told, 
« that if it had not been for my Lord Clarendon, the Exe- 
‘* Jifh had been, for fome Time, at leaft, as abfolute Slaves 
“asthe Turks, or the Perfians.”—How fo ?>——“ Why, 
“ the King would have had two Millions a Year fettled 
“ upon Him, to defray a// the Expences neceffary for the 
‘“« Support ofhis Government; in whichCafe, Parliaments 
“would have been made a/é/e/s, and confequently /aid 
“ afde.” It feems, I fay, a little injudicious in fo 
courtly a Writer to touch upon this Part of my Lord C/z- 
rendon’s Merit ; for as it is fuppofed to have had no {mall 
Share in his Downfall, fo I am afraid it will fet People 
upon confidering our pre/ent Circumflances, and the different 
Conduct of that great Perfon, for whofe Honour this nob/e 
Treatife was compiled. However, if his Merit to his 
Country is not fo great as That of Lord Clarendon, He 
hath certainly fhewed more Policy, by avoiding the Rock, 
upon which the other fplit ; fince nobody can charge Him 
with having ever ob/fruéied any Demands for the Civil Lif, 
or fuffering any Boundary to be put to the Power of bis Ma- 


fer , 

Having run through our Hiftory, or rather jumpt 
through it, in this dextrous Manner, He comes to the 
Conclufion, and asks us, with a confident Air of Tri- 
umph, Whether the Prerogative is at fo high a Pitch, at 
prefent, as it wasinthofe Reigns, which He hath defcribed ? 
whether the A4 of Settlement did not put an effectual 
Check to it? and whether Ais Majcfy hath done any 


Thing to infringe that AG ? What Pity is it that 
' 3 
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a fine Gentleman Thould throw away fo much of his preci. 
ous Time to no Purpofe? But fo it is, in the prefent Cafe. 
for the great Point in Difpute is not about Prerogative 
(which We all acknowledge to be reftrained by the Bill of 
Rights and the A of Settlement) but about ancther Power 
equally formidable, which hath grown up fince, by the va 
Increafe of our Debts and Taxes, as well as of the Ciz/ 
Lif. If he will therefore write another Book upon this 
Subject, and compare the aatient Power of our Kings, by 
Prerogative, with this modern Power, by the Di/pojition of 
Places and Penfions, (which is the only Point in Conteft) I 
may poffibly pay my Refpects to Him again, and endea. 
vour either to give Him Satisfaction, or acknowledge the 
Force of his Arguments myfelf.

M?*: Fog in bis laf feurnal obferves, That the Miniferial 
Writers have more than once taken notice of an Alliance 
lately flruck up between himfelf and the Craftsman; and 
have endeavoured to turn this Alliance into a Feft.

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an Oppofition in the Senate, and being both in the Camp, 
the Conful having given Orders for all Things to be got 
ready for attacking the Enemy, juft before the Battle be- 
sun, one of them comes to the other, and fpeaks to him 
in the following Manner: This is the Time for us to de- 
cide our Quarrel. Now, O Trébonius, let the World 
judge by our Behaviour againft the common Enemy this 
Day, which of us loved his Country moft. 

It is thus all Men of any Honour will behave in certain 
Conjunctures, andI will beg leave to add, that if F.¢, in our 
late : olitical Difputes, had been actuated by nothing but 
the Rancour of Farty, the Scene that has been opened for 
fome Time paft, would. have afforded Matter enough to 
have di¥erted his Spleen ; I fay it would have beea no 
fmall Sport to him to-haye feen thofe who once prided 
themfelyes in the Name of Whigs now talking up for He. 
reditary Right, arguing for ftanding Armies,-————for 
Riot A@s, againft triennial | arliameats, for Bri- 
bery,———=—=_ and all Kinds of corrupt Influence,———for 
making two Branches of the Legiflature entirely dependant 
upon the third; and vefting by Confequence the abfolute 
tower in one, which the Wifdom o; our Coftitution di- 
vides among three; and again, to hear the fame People 
ftigmatife {uch among themfelves with the ignominious 
Name of Deferters as adhered to. their okd Principles, for 
no other Reafon but becaufe they thought it more honeft to 
contend for. thofe Principles under new Leaders, than to 
fight againft them under the old, amidft a ftrarge Medley 
of People, that, like Hannibal’s Army, confifted of no- 
thing but Mercenaries, the Outcaft of all Countries, all 
Sects, and all Parties. 

But Fog is not in a Temper to behold fuch 2 Scene with 
any Pleafare ; on the contrary, it rather affords him Mat- 
tet for Sorrow and Indignation, for Time and Experience, 
which ate apt to weaken all Prejudices, have taught him 
to examine not how Things will affect the Intereft of this 
or that Party, but how the will affect the Commonwealth 
in general, and when his Prejudices were at the highett, 
he was not Tory enough to wifh to fee the Whig Caufe 
deftroyed by the Ruin of his Country’s Libercies.— 
When therefore a Whig atgues againft his own Principles, 
and can give no better a Reafon for it than that fome Per- 
fous who have been called Tories fupport them, I am apt to 
think there is fomethingin it more than meer Humour, _ 
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this puts me upon obferving his Actions ; if I fee him more 
arbitrary in Power than he had painted his Adverfary, 
when he would reprefent him as a Tyrant, in Order to 
render him frightful to the People, I begin to think it js 
Time for all Sides to ftand upon their Guard, and leaye 
off quarrelling about Party. | 

Our prefent Difputes are widely different from thofe 

Party Struggles which any of the prefent Generation at 
leaft, have feen before ; while the Contention lay betwixt 
one Set of Men and another, for nothing elfe but Power, 
the great Body of the People ftood neuter. While 
they felt no Severities, they fcarce knew which Side to with 
for. But will any Body affert, that the great Body 
of the People are unconcerned, or think themfelves fo in 
the prefent Contentions? Indeed the Hirelings of one 
Man have confidently maintained that all this Struggle has 
been only for Places ; butif fo, may not we ask. them why 
their Pay-Mafters will not put an End to them which may. 
be fo eafily done, by fuppreffing the great Number of ufe- 
lefs Employments ; why they do not put an. End to all 
Struggles, and make themfelves popular at the fame Time 
by faving fo much of the Public Money. ‘Take 
away the Caufe, and the Effect will ceafe of Courfe; but 
in truth, they are confcious it is otherwife, and when they 
affert it to be fo, it is with the Hope of impofing upon the 
young andunexperienced, who haye not lived long enough 
to compare Meafures with Meafures. 

Moft flagrant Mifmanagements and Errors haye been 
imputed to one Man. Some of them have been ina 
manner confeffed. Such little Chicanes and poor 
Fvafions have been ufed to cover others, and he has beenfo 
miferably defended and excufed in regard to the reft, that 
it has, in the Opinion of the World,amounted to a Convic- 
tion ; yet the prefent Ferment has not altogether arifen from 
Errors, the People think the Conftitution itielf hath been both 
attack’d and defended, and from thence I am afraid fprings 
the illHumour, for fure the whole Nation muft have {wal- 
lowed Love-Powder to grow fo doatingly enamoured of a 
few particular Gentlemen, as to become difaflected to the 
Government, for they are reprefented by the Minifterial 
Writers, forno other reafon, but becaufe thefe few particular 
Gentlemen are not put intoEmployments, — No, no! the 
Quarrel muft be about Things, not about Perfons; it is of 


more Confequence to us all than merely to deftroy a Mini- 
fter 
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fier on one fide, or to preferve him on the other. 
Perfons may indeed be fo far blended with Things that 
while fome People would be for preferving the Conttituti- 
on, though the Ruin.of the Minifter, others would be for 
preferving the Minifter, though to the Ruin of the Coniti- 
tution. ‘ 

If I have truly ftated the Cafe, if our Affairs are fo cir- 
cumftanced, I think the moft bigotted Tory fhould open 
his Heart, and give his Hand to the moft obnoxious Whig, 
and the moft bigotted Whig to the moft obnoxious Tory ; 
we are all embark’d in one Veffel, and if the Conftitution 
fuffers Shipwreck, we fhall certainly fink together. 

But fince I obferv’d that Perfons are in fome Degree 
blended with Things, I cannot help taking Notice that it is 
a fhrewd Sign there is fomething very foul in the Bottom 
of a Man’s Defigns, when all the little Cunning he is Matter 
of is coaiaeet in evading the Points in Difpute, and in 
hiding the ‘Truth from Mens Eyes; this has been the con- 
ftant Practice of one Man inthe World, and moft remarkably 
foina very late Inftance—an anonymous Author fairly lays 
before his Countrymen their immediate Interefts and prefent 
Dangers, which gives our Man of Bufinefs fo much Offence, 
that he charges a certain Perfon with being the Author of 
thofe Writings, whom he neither knows, nor ever can 
know to be the Author of them.—— With what View is 
this done? With the wretched Hope of being able to revive 
a Party-Spirit, long fince departed, vainly flattering him- 
felf, that a Prejudice may arife againft the fuppofed Author 
which may defeat the Effect of Writings, which neither 
he nor any of his mercenary Sophifts or Declarmers have 
anfwered, or are able to anfwer.— Thé Meannels of this 
poor little Trick will appear more defpicable as well as 
more odious, if it appéar; and indéed it is avowed, that 
Proceedings at once fo foolifh, and fo iniquitous (as the 
Attack meditated againftfuch a fuppofed Author would be) 
are encouraged by any peculiarity of Situation, into which he 
may formerly have been drawn by the oddeft Combinatioa

This the fatal Crifis of our Happinefs ; didthe Preferve- 
tion of out excellent Conftitution, and the wery Being of 
the Britif> Name, depend upon the Conduct of Parliament 
aw this Func7ure ; were Wein fuch difmal Circumftances, 
tht We were obliged to contend immediately pro aris &F 
fecis, to enter upon the Defence of the Commonwealth, and 
to look up to the Hundred young Mex now introduced into 
the Houfe as the laff Recourfe of the Conffitution, bravely 
fanding in the Gap to fave their Country from Tyranny and 
Arbitrary Power; was all This true, the Oration or Ad- 
dre/i before us. would be as juf as it’s beautiful ; but want- 
ing Truth and Reafon to fupport the National Charge, its 
Honour or Virtue falls to the Ground ; and, inftead of be- 
ing an Addrefs to our Reprefentatives to fave the State, it 
isan Oration to enflame and roufe them up to becomea 
Faiion againft the State.

- This is a dreadful Charge indeed! But the Majority of 
the laft Parliament haye ‘This to .comfort Them, That 
there is not ene Jiord of Truth throughout this whole Ora- 
tion againft them; nor is it pofhible, fo full is our Author 
a frong. Frejudices! that he fhould fpeak one Word of 

“ruth. : 

The fame Things may, with equal Juftice, be affirmed 
of the bef and moff unccrrupt Majority that ever fate in 
the Houfe of Commons ; for, what have they done but 
made feveral excellent Laws in favour of Liberty, raifed 
the neceffary Supplies for the Service of the Year, kept up 
a necefiary Force to defend the Kingdom, and approved the 
Meatures of the Xiag in preventing a War, till foresge 
Circumfances inyolye us in the Fate of our Neighbours, 
and the Prefervation of the Ballance of Power render tt 
alfolutely neceffary ?. What have they done but coneurre 
with the Court; fo far as the Court appeared to be in the 
Intereft of the Couatry?

Andis not this avery fine W ay 
of arguing, which reduces us to this Dilemma, That our 
Goverament is fo {ram’d, that it is abfolutely neceflary, in 
order to make Laws for the Good of the Publick, that 
King and Parliament thould agree ; and yet it is abfolutel 

necellary for the Prefervation of the Confitution, that 
King and Parliament fhould a/ways difagree? But it feems, 
it is reafonable to prefume, that Mayorities who aeree, 
with a Court, are corrupt ; becaufe the Court is able to 
make them fad their Interef m agreeing. But then the 
Argument is as ftrong, and hath as firm a Foundation in 
Humane Nature, that Minorities, who oppofe a Court, are 
corrupt, becaufe, at prefent, they can’t find their Intercff 
in agreeing, and fo will oppofe even Rea/on and Virtue 
When they ftandintheir Way. ‘This, [ fay, is as good an 
Argument as t’other ; but asneither of them can be prow’d, 
they go for nothing with all wife Men, who judge of other 
Men only by their AGions; and by thofe alone ought all 
Majorities and Minorities to be tried.

The State of LITERATURE in foreign Parts. 






ln our laff BEE, we gave fos Account of a Book lately 
Printed at Paris, entitled, The Hiftory of the Difcoveries and 
Vonquefts of the Portuguege inthe new World. He fhall 
‘3 this BEE include our Account of this Book. 
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S forthe Relations of divers other Travellers, whe 
ther ancient or modern, which our Author ss 
Us he has taken Care to read, he has not thought pro. 
per to make Ufe of them. ‘“ Thefe Relations (Lays he) 
*¢ difguife Abundance of Things, and fometimes reprefent 
_*¢ them vaftly different from what we find them in Hifto. 
<< ries of former Times. ‘The Itch of faying fometh ing 
«new, and the Defire of {peaking of remote Countries 
«© where they haye been without having any more Ithen g 
«< fuperficial Knowledge of them, induce Travellers to 
«< hazard many Particulars, whofe evident Falfity, or little 
<< Probability, difcovers itfelf even in fpite of them. The 
«¢ Miffionaries themfelves, wholly taken up with the Dy. 
<< ties of their Office, are generally but ill informed 
¢c of Political Affairs, and what relates to Goyerp. 
<< ment. ” 

As for the Hiftory of Pcrivgai/, containing the Enter. 
prifes, Voyages, and memorable Actions of the Por. 
tugueze, both in the Conqueft of the Ea? Indies difcover'd 
by them, and in the Wars of Africa, and other Exploits, 
&Sc. printed about r50 Years ago, it is only a Tranfh. 
tion of the Lite of Don Emanuel, by Oforius, and of 
the Books of Lofez de Caffaneda. 

We thought it neceffary, in Order to fhew the Me. 
rit of the Work, to enumerate the various Authors 
where F. Lefitau has taken his Materials. We fhall only 
add, that it were to be wifhed, for the Benefit of thofe 
who may be defirous of confulting the Originals, about 
fome of the moft important Facts, that Author had at 
leaft pointed out in the Margin, from which of fo many 
Writers, he has collected thefe extraordinary Facts. 

The whole Work is divided into fourteen Books, the 
feven firft of which are contained in the firft Volume, 
and the feven laft in the fecond. Th ey are written 18 
the Form of Annals ; which obliges the Author to make 
frequent Tranfitions from one Country to others which 
are far diftant from it, and forces him fometimes to break 
in upon the Recital of certain Events of which one would 
with to fee the Sequel, without being diverted from * 
by the Interpofition. of other Facts. This is the In- 
convenience of Hiftories written in Form of Annals ; 
which however is atton’d for, in the Opinion of our 
Author, by the Variety and Intervention of fortunate 4 
unfortunate Events, which (fays he ) is very agreeable an 
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hinders the Narration from growing infipid, as it muft 
neceflarily do, were there too great an Uniformity in the 
Incidents. 

The firft Defign of making Diftoveries in the Jndies was 
formed by the /2faat, Don Henry Duke of Vizeci, Great 
Mafter of the Order of Chrif, and fifth Son to K. Fobn I. 
This Prince having diftinguifhed himfelf in the African 
Expedition whither he he had followed the King his Fa- 
ther, went and fettled in the A/garves, where he apply’d 
himfelf to Study, efpecially to the Mathematicks and Geo- 
graphy. This Study, with what he had learned among 
the Moors, and of fome Frenchmen of lower Britany, who 
had been driven by Tempefts a great Way to the /!’c#- 
ward in the Atlantick Ocean, made him fancy that fome 
advantagious Difcoveries might be made by keeping along 
the Coafts of Africa. The feveral Attempts he caus’d 
to be made purfuant to this Thought, went no farther, 
forthe Ten firft Years, than to double Cape Non, and 
failon thirty Leagues farther Southward to Cape Boyader. 
But Yohn Gonzales Zarco, and Frifau-Vatz, two Gentle- 
men*of his Houfhold, having undertaken to double Cape 
Boyador, in a little Veffel which Dow Henryhad equipt for 
them, were furprifed by a violent Storm, and found Re- 
fuge in an Ifland unknown till then, which they named Por- 
to Sanfo. A fecond Voyage which thefe two Gentlemen 
made in 17143, With Bartholomew Prunella, was rewarded 
with the difcovery of the Ifand of Madera, which they 
had difcerned from Porto Sanéfo; like a black Spot, yet al- 
ways retained the fame fhape. Giles Anes afterwards dou- 
bled Cape Boyador, which had till then been looked upon 
as the World’s End. 

Neverthelefs there were feveral Perfons in Portuga/, 
who did not want fpecious Reafons wherewith to oppofe 
the Execution of the Defigns formed by the Infant. But 
the King then Reigning, who was Brother to Don Henry, 
had no Regard to whatever thefe two prudent Perfons 
could alledge againft then. On the contrary, he gave up to 
his Brother, during his Life, the Demefnesof Porto Sanc?o, 
Madera, and whatever other Lands he could difcover on 
the Weftern Coaft of Africa. Pope Martin V. likewife 
granted great Privileges to the Sailors, and the Churches 
which the Infant had foundéd, in the Countries which he 


had diftovered. 
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Thefe fuccefsful Beginnings induced divers Cities, and 
private Perfons, to form themfelyes into Companies, and 
furnifh the Expences neceffary for fitting out Veffels, to 
make farther Difcoveries. Several Voyages were made 
along the Coafts of Africa, from Cape Blanco, the Golden 
River, and the Si/ver Iflands to Cape de Verd. The In. 
fant, Don Henry, got poffeffion of all in the Canaries that 
was inthe Hands of Maffieu de Betancourt, whofe Uncle 
Fobn de Betancourt had made himfelf Mafter of moft of 
thofe Iflands, by the Means of the Armament and Troops 
that were lent him by the King of Cafiile, which gave 
Room to the King of Cafi/le to reclaim thofe Iflands, and 
they were yielded up to him by a particular Treaty. Ne- 
verthelefs the Infext, Don Heury, continued to take pro- 
per Meafures for the eftablifhment of Colonies in the 
Lands he had difcovered, and to make frefh Difcoveries, 
notwithftanding the Misfortunes Portaga/ underwent in the 
Reign of King Alphonfo, and Don Henry died in 1463, at 
the Age of threefcore, and in the thirtieth Year of the 
Reign of Dou Fobn II. to whom he was Great Uncle. 
f, Lofitau gives us the Character of this Prince, in which 
he reprefents him as truly worthy of Immortality, being 
€ndued with all the natural Qualifications, and all the 
acquired Virtues, that make a great Man and a good 
Prince. ; 

Kinz Joba II. was no lefs fond of Difcoveries than his 
Uncle Prince Henry. He added to his Titles that of King 
of Guinea, and the Coafts of Africa : He built the Fort of 
Arguin, and St. George de la Mine: He fent a Fleet and 
Niffionaries to Congo, whofe King and Subjects have fince 
embraced Chriftianity ; and he concerted Meafures for the 
Difcovery of Prefer Fobhn’s Dominions. But the fame 
King Yoba II. treated Chriffopher Columbus as a Madman, 
who promifed to put him in Poffeffion of a new World im 
the Laff, at the farther End of the Ocean. Co/umbus on 
his Return to Europe, after having difcovered the Lee- 
ward Ijlands, having caft Anchor in Lisbon Harbour, re- 
proached the King of Portuga/ with the little Confidence he 
repofed in him ; and he {poke with fo much Haughtinels, 
that fome Courtiers being exafperated at it, propofed to his 
Majefiy to affaflinate him: The King rejected the }ro- 
pofal with Horror, and even affected to fhew abundance 
ol Kindnefs to Co/umbus, and the Iflanders he had brought 
with him, But he imagined thefe Iflanders, who were & 
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well thaped Men, and had quite another Grace than the 
Iflanders of Africa, were Natives of the Great-Jndies or 
Continent ; wherefore he inftantly fet about getting ready 
a powerful Armament, to make himfelf Mafter of that 
Country. Don Ferdinand, the King of Cafille, having 
Advice of thefe great Warlike Preparations of the King 
ot Portugal’s, caufed Complaint to be made to him 
of it by his Ambaffadors, as of a Contrayention of the 
Treaties between the two Crowns. Both the Monarchs 
having referred themfelves to the Decifion of Pope A/ex- 
ander VI. that Pontiff divided the new World between 
thofe two Potentates, who as yet, had nothing there, or 
next to nothing, by an imaginary Line drawn from North 
and South, a hundred Leagues to the Weftward of the Capa 
de Verd lands, and the Azores. 

The King, Don Fobn If. had good Reafon to efteem 
himfelf a Sovereign, as our Author obferves ; he had eclip- 
fed the Glory acquired by the Pharnicians, Carthaginians, 
Greeks, and Romans, in the Art of Navigation : All the 
Weftera Coafts of Africa had opened their Ports to his 
Veffels: He had fecured their Commerce by the Forts he 
had built, and the Alliance he had made: The Kings of 
Benen, Tambut, and Madenea, had courted his Friend- 
ihip by their Ambaffadors ; but the Jndies had always been 
his chief Aim ; however he had not the Satisfaction he 
Promifed himfelf, for Death fhatch’d him away juit as 
they were upon the Point of being difcovered- —

They 
write from Breda, that Mr. d’ Avronx, Droflard of that 
Place, died there lately, whofe Employment is in the 
Difpofal of the Prince of Orange. 

The faid Prince left the Hague the beginning of laft 
Week, and went to Amferdam, in Order to embark m 
the Evening for Friezejend, and the Wind being favour- 
able all Night, it is fuppofed he landed there next Mora- 
ing. His Highnefs will refide in Frieze/end about three 
Weeks, during the Meeting of the States of that Pro- 
vince. Her Royal Highnefs, the Princefs his Confort, was 
blooded lait Week by way of Precaution. 

Our laft Letters from the Hague bring Advice, that 
the Marauefs de St. Gi/les, who is lately come to refide 
there as Embaffador from Spain, has brought with him his 
Lady, his Mother, and fo numerous a Family, that Peo. 
ple imagine his Excellency is affured of a long Stay there. 
This can no Ways happen, fay the Politicians of that 
Place, confidering the prefent Pofture of Affairs, but from 
either the Maritime Powers reftoring Peace to Europe bY 
their Mediation, or their High Mightineffes refufal ta 
interfere in the War, by affiiting the Emperor. 








SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


E hear from Lishon, that the King of Portugal has 
declared to feveral Courts, that he will follow the 
Examples of Great Britain and Ho//and, in continuing 
Neute!, 
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Neuter, that he may be the better qualify’d to ufe his En- 
deavours for re-eftablifhing Peace upon a lafting Foot. 


RoME@ad ITALY. 


H E Y write from Italy, that on the one Hand the 

Germans threaten to attack Guaftalla the firft fair 
Weather, and that on the other the Allies fay they will 
take Mantua, drive the Germans over the Alps, and then 
attack Triefte and Fiume, the Emperor's Ports in the Adria- 
tick : That the Sicknefs continues to make fuch a Havock 
at Cremona, that they bury no lefs than a hundred Mena 
Day : That there are 16,000 fick in the Hofpitals at Turin ; 
And that the want of Provifion and Forage is fo great ia 
Lombardy that the Imperial Army have fometimes hardly 
a Bit of Bread for feveral Days fucceffively. 

We hear from Rome, that the Princefs Sobieski, Wife 
to the Chevalier de St. George, was dangeroufly ill when 
the laft Poft fet out from thence, that fhe had received the 
Benediction in Articulo Mortis. It is fince confidently re- 
ported that fhe is dead. 

The Spaniards have refumed their March for Lombard y ; 
the firft Column is already inthe Ecclefiaftical Territories, 
and have feized the Fortrefs of Sermonetta, belonging to 
the Prince of Caferta, which has thrown the Vatican in- 
toaterrible Panick. Don Carlos retufes to admit the 
Archbifhop lately nam’d by the Pope to the See of Naples. 
His Holinefs hoped to avoid further Importunities with re- 
lation to Don Lewis, when he fent him a Bull to take 
what Penfion he pleafed out of the Revenues of the See of 
Toledo; but the King returned it unopened, and will be 
contented with nothing lefs than the Infant’s being actaally 
admitted as Archbifhop, ‘The Spaniards demand the like 
Supply from the State of Bologna as the Imperialifts have 


received from the Ferrarefe.
